3* a« Subject stated that he has been in letter contact 
with Representative Dom of New fork. i>orn has advised Subject 
that a Private Bill could be instigated but that the process is 
such that the ^HLll might carry over to the 87th Congress, four 
years hence. Further, initiation of a Private Bill presupposes 
that the endgrant has registered at the proper Anerican dlfdomatlc 
or consular installation a nd been placed under some quota or other. 
Subject is not certain if ^AI<!BISTA/U has done this* Representative 
Dom also requests more information of ABCAIBXSTAA's reasons for 
wanting to emigrate. Subject was counseled by the undersigned to 
slant all dieoussion with Dorn toward the political side and of 
course, under no circimstance mention the connection with the 
undersigned. Object is to state that ABCA^iBISTA/^i is the recognized 
President of the Byelorussian Qoverrment-ln-E}Cile, that he is of 
great vidue to the v;est anti«^omtmmiat and px^^ganda-^se, that 
his home is the repository for priceless andj!replaceable documents 
dealing with the period when By^orussia was independent. These 
documents are comensurate in value to the Byelorussian people as 
is the Bill of Rights or Declaration of Independence to us. 

Should perchance, either AECAMBISTAA or the documents fall into 
Soviet hands the damage would be irreparable.
